The place of attitude in emotion was clearly pointed out by Alfred Binet in 1911 
shortly before he died. The title of his paper is Wha kn ) the answer to 
this question is given in no uncertain terms, and is explained in onsiderable detail 

Ihe whole secret of the solution Binet says, ‘1s contained in one single word, and 
this word 1s attitude The idea that attitude is basi nm emotion is then elaborated as 
follows The emotions are attitudes, that ts, actions in preparatior which tor one reason 
or another are deterred or suppressed And again the emotion exists when 


the attitude is wtualized it becomes onsc ious when the ittitud is per cived This Is

i very clear distinction for us who are claiming that the emotion is the attitude 
ind that the emotion felt is the attitud plus 1 certain number of organic sensations 

Some 35 years later a full-fledged theory of attitude as fundamental in emotion was 
formulated and published by the present writer? without knowledge of Binet's thesis 
which tor some reason had never tound its way into the bibliographies of f 
known works dealing with emotion in the English speaking countries The new concept 
(now called the at/stude theory of em n) was developed is a modification and exten 
sion of the James Lange Sergi theory, but actually it comes closer in some respects to 
Binet's theory of emotion than to any other formulation on record.** 

In one very important respect, however, the new theory goes beyond Binet's concept 
for it holds that emotion can only be understood in terms ot proce Actually emotion 
is conceived of as a sequence of neuromuscular events in which a postural sect O 
preparatory motor attitude is the intial step This preparatory attitude is both in

(This is quite a mistake on the part 
of Maimonides; our opinion of fowl today differs from his.) “In the summer or in 
warm climates, eat cold meats, acid foods and no spices. In winter and cold climates, 
it very hot food, rich in mustard and spices.’ (Thus, laying the basis of calory 
based diets.) ‘There are harmful foods which should be avoided,’ he continues: “‘larg 
salted fish, old cheese—{ danger of fermentations! } pungent foods, young wine and 
food that is bitter or too fragrant. Nor would [ recommend large tish, cheese, milk 
nore than a day old, meat from an old ox, peas, unleavened bread, onions and radishes 
Of all the foregoing, advised Maimonides, ‘‘eat little and only in the winter. Never eat 
beans or lentils; have honey and wine in moderation and | ¢ winter, giving them 
to adults and never to children.”

Histologic changes in the endocrine glands during aging vary markedly from species 
to species, In the gonad, there is a thinning of the epithelium and ef smooth mus le 
In the pituitary, there is a slightly progressive increase in the reticular fibers of the 
sinusoidal capillaries with a decrease in cellular elements and vacuolization of the 
basophilic cells, In the adrenal, there is a gradual conversion of reticulum into colla 
gen, most marked in the reticular and least noticeable in tthe fascicular zone, In the

Three cases of hepatic cirrhosis are deseribed in which transient attacks of uncor 
sciousness occurred, The attacks were not cholemic in the ordinary sense in which that 
term is used, since between the attacks the patients were mentally alert and norma 
and led active and useful lives, The condition was mentioned by Osler in 1892 but ha 
not since received much attention in the medical literature and does not appear to in 
widely recognized

encephalography, during attacks, however, showed a continuous dominant rhythm of 


0 eveles per second and phase reversal at the parietal and temporal electrodes o1 


both sides, Between the attacks, she was alert and carried out her normal household 
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duties. Autopsy revealed gross multilobulat hepatic cirrhosis, splenomegaly and esoph 
ageal varices 

The second case was a woman of 66 with an enlarged hard liver and splenomegaly 
Liver function tests showed gross parenchymatous liver damage and the blood count 
a slight macroeyvtic anemia, For four months before death she had attacks of uncon 
sciousness (with fever) which were sometimes complete and at other time only 
amounted to stupor, During these she was incontinent and had to be fed through a 
Rvles tube. Nothing could be found to explain the attacks, but during them electro 
encephalography showed high voltage delta discharges in all leads and phase reversal 
in the temporal lobes on both sides, For a time, she continued to lead her normal life 
between attacks, but later ascites, edema and jaundice developed and she died from 
cholemia, Autopsy confirmed the presence of gross he patic cirrhosis and splenomegaly 
bsophageal varices were present and the portal vein was dilated and showed athe: 
lous changes. The brain showed no macroscopic or histologic abnormality 

The third case was a female of 20 who had never menstruated. For four year he had 
had concurrent attacks of diarrhea and water retention lasting up to 4 weeks. She had 
iscites and edema, but the liver and spleen were impalpable Finger clubbin liver 
palms” and spider nevi were, however, present and the liver function tests were those 
of severe parenchymatous defect, and needle liver biopsy confirmed the presence of 
hepatic cirrhosis, The blood showed considerable macroeyvtic anemia, A barium servic 
showed a suggestion of esophageal varices and irregular filling and a nowstorm 
effect in the jejunum, Fat balances showed 87-90 per cent absorption, She was lates 
readmitted febrile and unconscious: her limbs showed clasp knife rigidity, twitching 
and athetotic movements: her face was « \pressionless ind her speech low and monot 
onous, She recovered spontaneously but two further attacks of drowsine ind pyrexia 
have occurred, each episode having been associated with diarrhea and water storage 
During attacks, electroencephalography showed a large dominant slow rhythm in all 
leads with phase reversal at both temporal electrodes, but between attacks the electro 
encephalographic pattern was normal 

Phe precise mechanism of these attacks is not understood but they appear to be 
issociated with tHuid retention and, though not in) themselve danverou ind not

114 The Treatment of an Attack of Bronchial Asthma, ETHAN ALLAN BROWN Boston 


Mass. J. Kansas M. Sox 2:04 5. November 1951 


The treatment of bronchial asthma has progre sed as far in the last ten veurs as 
have the methods of treatment used in surgery, medicine. and their subsidiary fields, A 
physician who treats acute bronchospasm with an injection of morphine is criminally 
negligent, and one who limits himself to injecting epinephrine has not only given hi 
patient temporary relief, but done him a real disservice unless he follows this with 
the other medications known to be necessary to prevent an immediate recurrence 

In the attack, the patient is usually apprehensive, and suffering from the efleets of 
successive “alarm reactions He is thirstv. hungry, and tired. and in addition shows a 
sign of hypoxia evanosis, and vascular collapse bon adequate treatment, all of these 
pathologic processes must, when possible, be reversed 

Che factors responsible for the patient's condition may not be immediately apparent 
If a history can be taken, the physician should question the patient or his attendants 
is to whether the attack was preceded by such nonspecific factors as pulmonary irrita 
tion, due to the inhalation of irritant furnes: or pulmonary infection, fatigue, exertion 
or emotional distress, The possibility of reaction to seasonal. environmental, or cli 
matic influences should also be elicited, if possible. is well to discover whether the 
patient has had an unusual eX\posure to an allergenic food, inhalant ingectant, o1 drug 
all of which help determine the treatment and the prognosis 

Other complications, if present, must be treated in their own right, and those which 
should be in the forefront of the mind, must include the common cold, paranasal sinus 
disease, bronchitis, pheumonia pleurisy bronchiectasis ind perhaps with great 
rarity, obliterative endarteritis of the pulmonary vessels 

The physician should suspect and also be able to recognize. wheezing as due 
directly to industrial, chemical. biological, or miscellaneous inhalants to viral 
rickettsial, or parasitic germs; to neoplasms, primarily or secondarily affecting the 
lung: to blood diseases associated with dyspnea, as anemia and perhaps leukemia: to 
generalized conditions, as lupus pertarteritis nodosa, Loeller’s svndrome treopene il 
eosinophilia, evstic disease of the pancreas, and rheumatic fever 

In the lung, not only must the conditions listed be considered, but also perhaps 
others associated with pulmonary fibrosis and the circulatory disturbances, as associ 
ited with pulmonary edema, with or without obstructions, lesions, or infections: or a 


hyperventilation syndrome, psychologically induced, must be kept in mind. 
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For the treatment of bronchial asthma in children, the original paper should be 
consulted, In the adults there are four states, or grades, of bronchial asthma, In the 
early stages of the condition, there is a re spiralory oppression dssoe iated with difheulty 
in deep inspiration, the pain being mild, lasting for hours, and not interferin vith 
activity, The chest is almost free of signs at this stage 

In the next degree of bronchial asthma, the patient suffers from what appears to 
in allergic tracheitis, with a constant cough and dyspnea, Examination of the lu 
proves the presence of subclinical sibilant, and sonorous rales is in the third stage 
that this dyspnea becomes more marked, and troublesome, as well as expiratory i 
type, the wheezing disappearing with rest and responding readily to injection, oral 
or inhalant medication 

In the fourth stage, the patient has intractable asthma 
isthmaticus 

In mild cases, and while studies are in progre potassium iodide in doses of 
drops taken three times daily may be suflicient, For simple wheezing, the various com 
hinations of ephedrine, phenobarbital, aminophytline uch as Luasmin, Quadrinal 
and others may satisfactorily relieve the “ymptomes 

For the more seriously ill patient, epinephrine (1:1000) may be injected suby 
eously in doses of 0.2-0.5 ce, or inhalation of the 1: 100 solution may be used 
effective, 0.5-1.0) ce. of epinephrine 1:1000) can be given intravenously in| LOOO ex 
of glucose saline 

Aminophylline used intravenously can be injected, in a 0.25-0.5 Gm. dose at a rate 
of 2.0 ce. minute using the 20 ce. solution, This can be repeated two or three time 
every 24 hours 

The safest sedative medication consists of sodium bromide, or triple bromide 
the 5-15 er. dose, combined with chloral hvdrate in the 5-10 ger, dose in simple

lt has been established that the Pasteur treatment for the prophylas 1) vf 
persons bitten by possible rabid animals has only questionable value in case vhere 
the wound inflicted is severe and that the treatment is occasionally followed by neuro 
paralytic accidents Phe physician must, therefore, balance the risk of the vaccination 


procedure with the possibility that the patient may contract rabies The WHO outline 
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for antirabic treatment is presented in tabular form and the contraindications to anti 
rabie treatment as enumerated by Sellers are listed, In 1948 concentrates of antirabi« 
serum were made available in this country and each phial was accompanied by a 
questionnaire, which the physician responsible for the case was asked to fill out and 
return to the Lederle Laboratories. The results showed that a total of 48 cases received 
the antiserum, and of these, 11 were exposed to the bites of nonrabid animals. bight 
persons were bitten by animals not captured and the bite was severe in 4 cases and 
moderate in 4+ cases, The largest group in the series comprised 29 persons treated with 
the antiserum after having been bitten by animals proved to be rabid, OF these, 8 
were bitten on the head or neck, 19 on the arms or hands, and 2 on the legs or feet 
Nine showed severe exposures, 12 moderate and & mild. In most of these cases, admin 
istration of the serum was followed by phenolized vaccine treatment of varving dura 
tion and intensity, There were no fatalities, Since it is impossible to define actual ex 
posure, a statistical evaluation of the effect of antiserum would prove dificult, but ex 
perimental evidence is strong in its favor and no person who has received the anti 
serum has as yet died of rabies, In every case of severe exposure, the use of antiserum 
should hve considered, dis scot alter e\ posure iis possible within 21 hours if possible 
and not later than 72 hours, At present it may be advisable to use antiserum treatment 
in conpunetion with vaccine, to shorten the course of vaccine and thus diminish the risk 
of neuroparalytic accidents, The vaceine can be administered 24 hours after giving the 
antiserum, but can presumably be given at any time within 7 to 10 days, The psveho 
logic effect of antiserum has also to be considered. and for this efleet a dose of 0.50 ml 
per Ke, of body weight is recommended, Serum sickness occurred in 20 per cent of 
those receiving rabbit serum concentrates and in many more of those receiving sheep 
serum concentrates, The production of the latter has therefore been discontinued 
Should future experience confirm experimental findings. it may prove feasible 
further to reduce the number of injections of phenolized vaccine following anti 
serum treatment, When clinical trials confirm the safety and effectiveness of the chick 
embryo-adapted Flury strain of rabies virus, this strain may be considered for human

The reactions consisted chiefly of shock-like states with slow, irregular respira 
lions. inability to handle adequately the secretions of the upper respiratory tract 
convulsions cerebellar signs, and marked rises in body temperature with peak 
severity usually appearing five to six hours after the injection The reactions, not 
identical in each instance, occasionally occurred immediately after withdrawal of 
the lumbar puncture needle. There appeared to be some relationship between the 
size of the intrathecal dose and the occurrence of reaction, The clinical impression 
was gained of an even higher incidence of mild reactions, consisting of pallor 
irritability, loss of appetite, and stupor, The nature of the signs and symptom 
suggests that their etiology lies in a toxic action of streptomycin on medullary

Szondis theoretic framework. as modified by Deri, has received some research 
attention because of its uniqueness and clarity of presentation, All the studies re 
viewed suggested that preture prelerences could not be idequat ly explained through 
the operation of the eight need-systems, One of the most crucial studies reviewed 
is a factor analysis which should have revealed factors which were coincident with 
Szondi's need-systems, However, it was found that. “The factor constitutions of 
pictures of the same diagnostic category are no more similar than those of pictures 
from different categories.” There was no support for Szondi idea of viewing 
pictures a o-called ‘pure items 

Evaluation of the technical design of administration has been concentrated largely 
on an analysis of the Szondi test from the point of view of i being a forced-choice 
technic. Szondi's assignment of pictures to the various sets seems to have conformed 
to the principles of forced-choice technic, To some extent some regrouping might 
ve beneficial 

Need-systems and empirical variables have received considerab'e attention sine 
they are more direct although rather narrow validation approaches, In general, quite 
poor correspondence hetween behavioral variables and need-systems Was revealed 
by the various studies, Rather conspicuous by its absence was the lack of an ade 
quate Szondi validation attempt 

Studies reviewed were presented briefly, and the survey cannot be regarded a 
highly critical. While this survey was designed to fill the immediate need of pre 
senting the survey. further reviews and experimental reports will undoubtedly throv

This study was limited to an investigation of the clinical eflects of a single series 
of electroshock treatments, given in a single hospital, under standard conditions, to 
155 male veterans. This group of patients was selected from a much larger number 
on the basis that each patient was diagnosed as having a well defined schizophrenics 
reaction and that none of them had any form of prior shock treatments. The data 
was treated by statistical methods through the cooperation of the department of 
mathematics of Ohio State University 

Kach patient received the number of treatments that was considered adequate for 
his individual condition, The majority of the patients received from 16 to 20 electro 
shock treatments 

Immediately following the treatments 198 of the 455 patients (or 43.35 per cent) 
showed either marked or moderate improvement, but 69 of these 198 patients had a 
relapse before they could be discharged from the hospital, More relapses occurred 
soon after discharge from the hospital so that at the time of the evaluation only 80 of 
the 455 patients were in full remission, 17.6 being the percentage 

It was determined statistically that there was a definite relationship between the 
length of illness before treatment and the occurrence of remission following treatment 
in that the shorter the illness, the more favorable was the result. Hebephrenics ap 
peared to respond somewhat less favorably than catatonics. Those who responded 
well to electroshock therapy were significantly younger in age than those who did not 
improve, but further analysis showed that the patients who responded satisfactorily 
had been ill for a shorter period and that the duration of illness, and not the age of

say ves” as soon as flicker in the light is detected, Several trial readings are taken it 
order to accustom the patient to the action of the machine; then three successive 
readings are obtained as the “normal” base line for that patient The patient ts told 
to report the flicker just as soon as she thinks the light is flickering, and that she 
should not debate the question whether it is or is not flickering, When these precau 
tions are taken it is surprising how accurate and constant these readings are for each 
individual, and how little any of the readings will vary from each other, A tablet of 
1 100 grain nitroglycerine is then administered sublingually, the patient being told 
to allow the tablet to dissolve without swallowing. Two minutes are allowed for disso 
lution and absorption of the drug, and another series of three readings is then made 
at two minute intervals and recorded, If no appreciable difference is noted between 
these and the original, or control readings, after six minutes, another tablet of nitro 
glycerine is given, and the routine of the three tests is repeated 

In normal subjects, nitroglycerine produces a vasodilatation and congestion of the 
retina with resulting impairment of vision and the ability to recognize flicker, which 
is indicated by a lower F.F.T. This is indicated as a negative or normal test 

In vasospastic individuals, with vasodilatation of the retinal vessels following the 
administration of nitroglycerine, the visual acuity of the individual is improved 
and the F.F.T. is greater, therefore improving the ability to recognize flicker giving 
a positive or abnormal test 

In all, 400 tests were performed on 199 patients, of which 38 had positive tests 
Pwenty-three patients showed positive tests but had no clinical signs of toxemia of 
pregnancy or cardiovascular renal disease, and of these 25° patients, 10. later 
developed clinical signs of toxemia of pregnancy (The other 13 patients in this 


group are undelivered. ) 
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There were no positive tests in patients who did not subsequently develop signs of

For those of us who are earthbound by evervday clinical medicine, this book is a 
refreshing diversionary trip into the world of advanced thinking. Parts of the book 
it is true, such as the sections on Pediatrics and Neurology. are in the main clinical 
summaries with some theorizing and, as such are out of date today. But some sense 
of excitement is experienced on reading the sections on Viruses Bacteriophage Bac 


terial Physiology, Hemoglobin Synthesis, and other studies on cellular physiology 


Much of it requires greater concentration than the usual medical reading, and a 


rreat deal would have been better assimilated with more background in biochemistry 
and mathematics, The end result is a feeling of surprise at the vast body of deducible 
concepts and experimental work possible with lower forms of life. The intimate 
details of cellular growth and survival can still only be dimly grasped, but the storys 
as it unfolds is fascinating, Moreover. much of the clinical and animal research in 
liver and renal disease as outlined gives a faint hint of completely new concepts 
in physiology, This is all the more interesting when one recalls the already fading 
doctrines so steadfastly taught only a decade ago. It is perhaps a lesson in humility 
to look ahead realizing how much we can learn--and how different our ideas will 
be in the near future 

This book cannot truthfully be called required reading for every physician, but
